WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. — Wil- 
liam Green told a Senate Commit- 
tee today that labor cannot accept 
industrial profit-sharing unless it 
goes hand in hand with collective 
bargaining. 

Green, . of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, said his 
organization was “unalterably op- 

„ to using the taxing power 
of the Government to promote 
profit-sharing plans. 

He added that it also was op- 
posed to amending the Social Se- 
curity act to give tax credit for 
funds allocated to profit-sharing. 

Testifying before a special Sen- 
ate Committee composed of Sena- 
tors Herring (Dem.), Iowa, and 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
Green asserted that labor had no 
quarrel with the principles in- 
volved in profit-sharing but did 
not favor methods used in the past 
in developing such plans. 

Needed. 


Commenting on assertions that 
profit-sharing was instrumental in 
causing peaceful labor relations in 
many instances, Green observed: 
“What is heeded in this situation 
is genuine organization of workers 
in unions so that they may have an 
agency for collecting and collat- 
ing the facts of the work relation- 
ships and of the results of joint 
and individual work, for the. pur- 
pose of joint discussion with man- 
agement to define the principles 
and standards of compensation for 
work.” 

‘Asserting that “labor cannot be 
asked to accept blindly manage- 
ment’s decision on what constitutes 
profits,” Green outlined six points 
‘which he said should be taken into 
consideration in any co-operative 
effort to determine true profits, 
These were: 

“].-Production and costs rec- 
ords must be equally available to 
union and management. 

“2—Sales policies must be con- 
sidered by both parties and be 
mutually acceptable. 

“3—Salaries of executives and 
officers and returns to investors 
must be subject to the same con- 
ditions. 

“4—Financial policies and pro- 
posals must be subjected to the 
game review and decision. 

“$—The standard wages of pro- 
ducing workers, which are pro- 
duction charges, should be fixed 
by collective bargaining at the 
highest level industry could rea- 
sonably be expected to pay and 
should provide for customary 
standards of living proportionate 
to productivity as human labor 
power is increased by mechanical 
power and machine tools, and re- 
flecting lower unit production 
costs. 

“6—Profit-sharing or a partner- 
ship wage is the share which la- 
bor would have in the net income 
of the enterprise. In reality, la- 
bor is a partner in production, not 
for the investment of capital, but 
from the investment of experience 
and work ability. As a partner 
labor would have a voice in de- 
termining rates of profit-shar- 


ing.” 
“Real Partnership.” 

Green said recognition of “real 
partnership” would be the greatest 
incentive, to sustained efficiency in 
work, that industry could devise. 

“Investors have always claimed 
that profits belonged exclusively to 
them because they alone bore the 
risk of industry,” Green testified. 
“But we well know the risk of busi- 
ness is borne by every person de- 
pendent upon it for jobs and in- 
come. The risk of wage earners 
is no less frightening and hazard- 
ous than that of investors— food, 
clothing and shelter are at stake.” 

Green cited figures of the Nation- 
al Industrial Conference Board, 
showing that 96 profit-sharing 
plans had been abandoned in this 
country in 1937. He said higher 
wages, shorter hours and other 
benefits replaced profit-sharing in 
14 per cent of these instances. 

Green diverged to criticise what 
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day's racial legislation. 
at the United States Consulate and 
police headquarters showed there 
was no American Jew among the 
6240 foreign Jews here, of whom 
60 per cent, or 3744, of the total are 
Polish citizens.

Another witness, H. Boardman 
Spalding, chairman of the National 
Association of Manufacturers’ Tax- 
ation Committee, testified that the 
association’s Executive Committee 
had condemned so-called incentive 
taxes. Weim 

“We are opposed,” the Executive 
Committee said in a resolution read 
by Spalding, “to the proposal that 
any special tax-relief or incentive 
be granted to companies having 
regularized employment, except as 
they may exist under state unem- 
ployment compensation laws. Any 
such tax treatment in the general 
tax laws would tend to subsidize 
employers who find it economically 
feasible to regularize production 
and employment at the expense of 
those who are unable to do so.” 

Vandenberg said this viewpoint 
conflicted with that of thousands 
of employers over the country who 
had expressed interest in the pro- 
posal that some form of tax sub- 
sidy be used to regularize employ- 
ment. 

Spalding explained that the Man- 
ufacturers’ Association officers 
feared that incentive taxation would 
subsidize ermpployers who are in bet- 
ter financidl condition to the dis- 
advantage of those who are not, 
Reading the resolution, Vanden- 
berg asked if the exception cited— 
“under state unemployment compen- 
station laws — meant the merit-rat- 
ing system. Under this system, em- 
ployers who keep most of their 
workers on the rolls during a busi- 
ness recession pay less unemploy- 
ment compensation t than those 
who do not. 

Spalding réplied affirmatively, 

Continues Questioning. 

“If the association is in favor of 
the merit-rating system in state 
laws, why is it not in favor of Fed- 
eral incentive taxation?” Vanden- 
berg demanded. “It seems to me 
they applaud the only concrete ex- 
ample of incentive taxation and 
then condemn the principle.” 
“The committee, I think, felt that 
if it conceded the principle of in- 
centive taxation, it would have 0 
concede the other side—punitive 
taxation,” the witness replied. — 

“They'll get that anyway,” Van- 
denberg remarked. : 

“Does the executive committee 
speak for all the employers—is it 
the voice of the employers—-when 
it announces in this rather cavalier 


em- 


centive taxation is all wrong?” Van- 
denberg asked. 

Spalding.said there probably were 
some differences of opinion and 
added that the committee had in- 
timated it wished the association 
to consider the question further. 

“That’s a wise intimation,” Van- 
denberg remarked. He earlier had 
said that Congress would be asked 
to establish indirect subsidies to in- 
dustry in an effort to maintain em- 
ployment during business depres- 
sions. He expressed belief this 
could be done by incentive taxation.

Cool Demeanor Breaks 


on Arraignment at White 
Plains, N. Y.

WHITE PLAINS, N. T., Nov. 23. 
A tentative verdict of suicide in 
the automobile gas death of Eugene 
T. Burckhalter, 47 years old, in 
which hig wife is accused of aiding. 
was withdrawn last night by 
authorities. 

\adelvin: Kittel, 34, — 
was her friend of long 8 ’ 
was arrested and held in $2000 bail 
as a material witness. 

Assistant Prosecutor E. T. Gak 
lagher described Kittel as having 
been very friendly with Mrs. Bruck- 
halter, 44, for some years, both here 
and in California, and said that in 
recent weeks they had appeared to- 
gether at wrestling matches, night 
clubs and theaters. She insisted, 
Gallagher said, that their relations 
were platonic. 

„One Is Wide Open.” 

“This case is wide open,” said 
Gallagher after the widow was 
formally charged with first degree 
manslaughter and held in $10,900 
bail. Aiding a suicide constitutes 
manslaughter under New York law. 

Dr. Amos O. Squire, Westchester 
County Medica] Examiner, said that 
the case was carried on his records 
us death by carbon ‘monoxide 
poisoning and that any reference 
to suicide would be left to the filing 
of a supplementary death certifi- 
cate. 

Cremation of the body, which Gal- 
lagher said was ordered by the 
widow to be done as quickly as pos- 
sible and without publicity, after 
the body was found in the Burck- 
halter garage last Saturday, was de- 
layéd for or five hours yesterdey 
while the vital organs were taken 
for analysis. 

Drug Found in Body. 

Dr. Squire said they showed-about 
39 per cent carbon monoxide in the 
blood and some alcohol; indications 
of intemiperance as shown hy an 
oversize liver; various other serious 
ailments and the présence of a hyp- 
notic. drug that induces sleep. 

The widow did not attend the fu» 
neral, saying: “We never believed 
in funerals.“ She indicated she 
would have the ashes scattered 
from the Golden Gate Bridge in 
San Francisco, as were the ashes 
of her father who died there a year

Mrs. Burckhalter was subjected to 
prolonged questioning and Gal- 
lagher d doubt as to some 
of the details in the story she told 
of helping her husband rig up a 
vacuum cleaner hose to the exhaust 
of a car in their garage to make 
a lethal chamder of the interior.

Burckhalter who was named sole 
beneficiary in her husband's $10,- 
000 life insurance policy, was or- 
dered to the county jail at Hast- 
view, pending arraignment next 
Tuesday. * 

She remained silent, white-lipped 
and trembling, while. her attorney, 
B. R. Burdick, argued she could not 
raise $500 in cash toward her bail. 

Maid’s Story of Death Afternoon. 

Betty Murdock, Negro maid told 
Gallagher: 

“She (Mrs. Burckhalter) took him 
into. the garage about noon. It was 
raining hard and the master was 
shaking,.he was so weak. When she 
came back it was 3:40 p. m. by the 
kitchen clock. I said to her, What 
you. doing with that sick man in 
that cold garage? Want bim to 
catch pneumonia?’ 

* He's all right, Betty,“ she said 
to me. ‘He’s in the car, and I closed 
all the doors and windows and 
stuffed them with . papers. He 
won't be in the draft. Just don’t 
disturb him.’ 

“I wanted to go see how he was 

doing but she told’ me not to, so 
I didn't.

Sir John Simon Discloses 
Kennedy Passed Request 
on to Hays Office.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—Sir. John Si- 
mon, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
told the House of Commons today 
that the British ‘Government acted 
in conjunction with United States 
Ambassador Joseph P. Kennedy to 
suppress a newsreel which the Gov- 
ernment considered might have had 
„ prejudicial effect” during the 
Czechoslovakian crisis. 

Under opposition questioning, Sir 
John said his Government believed 
the newsreel would have hampered 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain in his conference with Adolf 
Hitler at Godesberg late in Septem- 
ber. 

Geoffrey L. Mander, opposition 
liberal, had asked why “representa- 
tions had been made by His Majes- 
ty’s Government to the American 
Embassy for withdrawal from a 
Paramount newsreel of items con- 
tributed by Mr. Wickham Steed 
and Mr. A. J, Cummings?” 

Simon, replying for Chamberlain, 
said: “Hig Majesty's Government 
considered certain passages in the 
newsreel referred to which was be- 
ing shown at the time of the Prime 
Minister’s conversations with Herr 
Hitler at Godesberg might have a 


| Prejudicial effect on the negotia- 


tions.” 
Referred to Hays Office. 

Simon said a representation was 
made to Kennedy on the matter 
and that “the Ambassador of the 
United States, I understand, 
thougt it right to communicate this 
to a member of the Hays organiza- 
tion” and thereafter “certain ex- 
cisions” were made from the news- 
reel, (The reference was to the 
office of Will Hays, president of 
the Motion Picture Producers-Dis- 
tributors of America.) 

Learning of Simon’s statement, 
Kennedy said he did nothing about 
the ‘tovernment’s request. except 
refer it to the Hays office. 

“It is inaccurate to give the im- 
pression I personally took any ac- 
tion which caused the newsreel to 
request to the Hays office..

SINCE 16TH CENTURY 


Pontiff Appoints Mgr. William 
rey to Spiritual Post

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 23.—Pope 
Pius today appointed an Apostolic 
delegate to London. Vatican sources 
said it was the first time since the 
sixteenth century that such an ap- 
pointment had been made. 

Mgr. William .- y, rector of 
the English College in Rome since 
1930, was named to the post, at the 
game time becoming titular Arch- 
bishop of Cio in Asia Minor. 

The Italian press published re- 
ports from London ‘that the Vati- 
can’s action was believed to be a 
move seeking “British rt in 
the church’s conflict with Germany 
over the treatment of German Cath- 
olics. Vatican officials declined to 
comment on this point. 

Great Britain is understood to 
have refused for centuries to have 
a papal nuncio in London such as 
represents the Vatican in such coun- 
tries as France, Italy and Germany, 
with large Catholic populations. 
The papal nuncio usually is regard- 
ed as dean of the diplomatic corps. 

The apostolic d@legate to London 
will have functions similar to those 
of the delegate to Washington.

This underworld has its connections where it 
needs them, If one of its gangsters goes to prison 
in Michigan or Iowa, it gets a front to pave the 
way to freedom and a further plying of the trade 
of crime. That front may be a State Senator, 
it may be a Judge of the Circuit Court, The 
strings are pulled and the wires are worked and 
a criminal who should be kept locked away from 
society comes back on parole to take up where he 
left oft. 

Such a condition is not an accident. It is by 
deliberate design and careful planning. It requires 
the underworld to enter into politics, to take part 
in political counsels, to go to the polls, to attend 
sessions of the Legislature, to block criminal code 
reform. 

It makes police, prosecution, juries, courts— 
everything which should be on the side of law and 
order—the object of underworld influence and per- 
suasion. . r 

It gives us a police-predicted but unsolved Schad- 
ing murder. It gives us virtually unchecked racket- 
eering in certain labor unions. It gives us bomb- 
ings of businesses and homes whose owners do not 
pay tribute. It gives us beatings and violence of 
many other sorts. 

But if this is the condition, it is not a condition 
which St. Louis is required to tolerate. St. Louis 
can and must clean house. 

If there is laxity in the Police Department, if 
there are “leaks” of confidential information to the 
underworld, the course to follow is obvious.

The decision of administrators of state labor de- 
partments, at their Washington conference, to work 
tor the enactment of state wage-hour laws is excel- 
lent. For every worker brought under the Federal 
law through the entry of his product into interstate 
commerce, there are others who are engaged in work 
purely intrastate in character, and so are unprotect- 
ed against starvation wages and long hours. Still 
other employes work in a border-line area, and there 
is doubt as to whether they are in interstate com- 
merce or local employment. 

Neither the discrimination on the one hand nor 
the doubt on the other is defensible. If Federal 
wage-hour legislation protects the employe in inter- 
state commerce, state wage-hour legislation should 
protect the worker in intrastate commerce who is 
employed at the next bench or on the floor above. 
The enactment of state statutes extending the prin- 
ciple of minimum wages and maximum hours is both 
logical and necessary. 

Another decision of the state labor department of- 
ficials is not so happy. The long-pending child labor 
amendment proposal could not be revived without 
provoking old animosities. The Federal ‘wage-hour 
law prohibits child labor in industries affecting in- 
ter state commerce, Let the states enact supplemen- 
tary wage-hour legislation and it can be barred from

The most serious attempt to chal- 
lenge this policy occurred in Mex- 
ico, and it occurred, let us note, 
when the United States was peculi- 
arly weak—that is to say, during 
the Civil War. On the pretext that 
he was collecting debts which the 
Mexican Government of Juarez had 
refused to reco the French 
dictator, Napoleon III, assisted by 
England and Spain, landed troops 
in Mexico. The English and the 
Spanish soon withdrew voluntarily 
but the French dictator went on to 
set Maximilian upon the throne of 
Mexico. This was in 1863, and the 
United States could do no more 
than protest. But the moment the 
Civil War was over, the United 
States massed à large army on the 
Rio Grande, and ordered Napoleon 
to withdraw his army. He did. 
Shortly thereafter Maximilian fell 
end was executed py a Mexican 
court-martial. 

This episode, the most serious 
challenge ever offered to the Mon- 
toe Doctrine, is well worth study- 
ing today.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23, — Some 


American shoe manufacturers are 
disturbed over certain provisions 
of the reciprocal trade agreement 
recently concluded between this 
country and the United Kingdom, 
Jay O. Ball of New York, president 
of the National Boot and Shoe 
Manufacturers’ Association, says in 
a statement released for publica- 


tion today. 

While makers of women’s shoes 
are pleased with the reduction in 
duty from 20 to 15 per cent on wom- 
en's shoes valued at 88.883 and more 
exported to Great Britain, some 
manufacturers of men’s shoes dis- 
approve the 50 per cent reduction 
in duty on men’s welt shoes valued 
at $5 and more, which are imported 
into this country, Ball says. 

“In the opinion of some manu- 
facturers making both men’s and 
women’s shoes, the reduction by the 
United Kingdom of the duty on 
women’s shoes, together with the 
reduction in duty from 35 to 30 
per cent on shoes exported from 
the United States into Canada, even 
with the prospective elimination of 
the general 3 per cent excise tax, 
do not compensate for the 50 per 
cent reduction in duty on men’s 
shoes entering this country,” he 
continued. “American manufactur- 
ers also are concerned over the 
fact that under the favored nation 
clause, other favored nations ¢x- 
porting shoes to this countty will 
receive the same benefits.” 


Comparative Wages and Hours. 


The statement says that shoe 
mantfacturers who maintain close 
contact with world conditions have 
pointed. out that the advantages 
of reduced import duties into for- 
eign countries are easily figured 
by individual manufacturers ex- 
porting goods into those countries, 
but that losses to American indus- 
try and workers, as a result of 
lowering duties into this country, 
are not so easily calculated. 

A wide divergence between the 
wages and hours of American and 
British shoe workers was indicated 
in data presented by the shoe manu- 
facturers’ association at the hear- 
ing on the reciprocal trade agree- 
ment with . Czechoslovakia, the 
statement said. It appeared from 
these data that the average week- 
ly earnings of British workers were 
only $10.43 for a 47.2hour week, 
compared with $17.72 in the United 
States for an average work-week 
of 34.2 hours. 


Advantage Questioned. 

While the shoe industry in the 
main considers reciprocal trade 
agreements from the standpoint of 
the welfare of industry and the 
country as a whole, Ball asserts, 

vet since the announcement of the 

trade agreement with Great Bri- 
tain, “considerable doubt has been 
expressed regarding efforts to con- 
tinue to raise wages and reduce 
hours in this country, when duties 
on shoes are being reduced from 
countries with low wages and low 
standards of living.” 

Referring to the granting of low- 
er duties on American machinery 
exported to foreign countries, Ball 
said: “Shoe manufacturers are be- 
ginning to wonder what the results 
will be on American wages, stand- 
ards of living and unemployment, 
through exporting modern factory 
and office machinery into countries 
with low labor costs and low stand- 
ards of living. In the opinion of 
many American shoe manufactur. 
ers, such a policy enables foreign 
manufacturers to have all the bene- 
Tits of American inventive genius 
in mass production in their fac- 
tories and offices,

The central part consists of the 
cells which form adrenalin, a chem- 
ical hormone that does an active 
part in regulation.

Heve that removal of the adrenal 
giands is the proper treatment for 
high blood pressure.
